THE «IRREPRESSIBLE INSPIRATION” 
Oy Rxv. Jauss FrExXCH—COLORADO.

I have just received a very urgent letter from a 
brother on the Greenhorn River, in Southern Colorado, 
pleading for the appointment of Rev. Andrew Brown as 
missionary for that neighborhood.. It was in that vicin- 
ity that we cut the timber, hauled the logs and gawed 
them for a meeting-house, last August. 

If there is another field on this wide Continent that 
80 much needs the services of a Baptist minister, and 
that is 20 ripe for an abundant harvest as this field of 
one hundred miles by thirty, including the better part 
of Southern Colorado, where the sum of two hundred 
dollars will secure tbe services of 80 good a man for a 
year, I do not know of that field. 

Do as you please about my appointment, but, for the 
sake of the cause in Colorado, don't neglect to appoint 
to that field Rev. Andrew Brown, whom the Lord has 
gent to that region, and whom he has already owned 
and blessed, and who is « tried, able, thorough Baptist. 

Two thousand dollars this year will do more in 
Southern Colorado than ten thousand dollars two or 
three years hence. 

Our hardest field now is Pueblo, and simply because 
we are about two years behind the other denominations 
in occupying it. 

Oh ! how I would like myself to go to Pueblo one 
year; but I know you can't afford to send me there. It 
is no exaggeration to say that it will cost more to oc 
cupy Pueblo now, than all the rest of the country south 
of the Arkansas River,
